It is unnecessary for the mule to become acclimatized. 
Ile is at home in every climate, He is the toughened 
product of centuries of white man’s driving, even as is 
ihe pale face himself, who Aguinaldo thought would 
melt under a tropical sun as quickly as the pale icecream 
which an American sells on the Escolta, But officially 
the mule has the disadvantage of having a belly himself, 
while officially the caribao has none, although unoffi- 
cially he has a big one. The mule must carry his own 
as well as his master’s forage, which brought from 
the United States along with his master’s, 

The caribao lives on the country, therefore his carry- 
ing capacity is not limited to a certain number of miles.
